Five Other Firemen Injured and

7000 HANG AND. 
BURN NEGRO WHO 
AILLED A JAILER 


First Shoot Him as He Is 
Barricaded in Prison 
Cellar. 








Sstrng Him Up, Then Cut 
His Throat and Set Him 
on Fire. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

MERIDIAN, . Miss., April 13.—Afte; 
having killed ex-Sheriff J. R. Temple, 
a jailer, in a battle in the prison today, 
Tom O'Neil, a negro desperado, was 
shot and then, before he died, taken by 
a mob of 2000 men and boys, strung 
up to a telephone poie and lynched. 

His body was cut down py the mob; 
his throat out, his clothing saturated 
with oil and set on fire. 

The authorities recovered the body 
and put out the. fire. 

‘The lynching was preceded by the most 
stirring scencs in the town’s history and 
it is feared that an attempt will be 
made to lynch another negro who was 
in the fight in the jail that resulted in 
the ex-Sheriff’s death. - 

Négro Kills Jailer. 

The trouble started in the early morn- 
ing when O'Neil attacked a‘ deputy in 
the prison. O’Neil got the deputy’s pis- 
tol from him after a desperate fight in 
which George Williams, another negro 
convict, aided him. Temple ran to aid 
the deputy and was shot dead. 

As Temple dropped dead the two ne- 
groes rushed to the cellar and barricad- 
ed themselves in. 

Word was sent for outside help and 
a crowd soon gathered and prepared to 
oust the negroes from their stronghold 
and lynch them. The authorities called 
upon O'Neil and his companion to sur- 
render. O'Neil again defied the men 
and shouted that he would only be 
taken out dead, adding that someone 
else would die, too. 

Officers Were Powerless. 

It was then decided to rush into the 
eellar. All other prisoners were locked 
in their cells and the attack made by 
the armed crowd outside. There was 
a fierce exchange of bullets and when 
the smoke cleared away O’Neil lay on 
the floor dying with several bullets in 
his body.. The other negro was taken 
out of the cellar and locked in a remote 
cell to keep the mob outside frorh lynch- 
ing him. 

The mob was wild with excitement 
and despite the efforts of the jailers, 
grabbed the dying negro and strung him 
up. The jailers could not stem the fury

Dispatches from Joplin Wednesday 
stated that Mrs. Melissa Connor’s suit 
to break the will of her husband, the 
late State Senator Tom Connor, had 
failed, and that his $3,000,000 estate 
would go, ag devised in the will, to Miss 
Agnes O’Heron Connor, the “little milk- 
maid,’* who is an adopted daughter, and 
to five fephews and nigees living in Ohio. 

Miss Agnes O’Heron Connor, who ngw 
is 18 years old, will inherit not less 
t..an $500,000, as the result of the fancy 
which the aged millionaire took to her 
when, six years/ago, he saw her in the 
convent where she, an orphan, was the 
ward of the sisters. 

When, a few days later, Connor fell 
sick in the Joplin Hotel, he asked that 
the milk sent him daily from the con- 
vent be carried by little Agnes. She 
thus became known as the “‘little milk- 
maid.” When he recovered he adopted 
her. ° 

Connor died fn 1907, after an filhess 
which kept him from most of the ses- 
sions of the State Senate; to which he 
had been elected in the November pre- 
vious. His wife had been since 1887 an 
inmate of St. Vincent’s Institution for 
the Insane in St. Louis County. A be- 
quest in the husband's will provided 
funds for her board and continued care 
there.

4 More then ° Judge Holt of the 
VniteeStates Circuit Court, in denying 
a motion to set aside the sealed verdict 
of the jury which had heard Hart- 
ridge’s suit against Mrs. Thaw, made 
the sensational statement that an in- 
quiry was‘called for regarding the pro- 
fessional conduct of Hartridge and to 
determine whether ground existed for 
@ perjury prosecution. 


Judge Suggests Prosecution. 
After tho verdict was announced 


Judge Holt said: 

“Before closing the trial, I wish to 
refer to the subject of the charges 
made in the plaintiff’s bill of particulars 
for money paid to various women. [If 
some of the payments charged in the 
bill were not made, there afe reason . 
why an investigation should be made to 
determine whether grounds for a prose- 
cution for perjury exist in this case.

Dr. Cohen Wanted as Wit- 
ness After Death of Weal- - 
thy Missouri Farmer.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., April 15.—Drs. Co- 
hen, an itinerant physician for whom 
search had been made since the death of 
Thomas Pile, a wealthy farmer, near 
Galt, Mo., was arrested here this morn- 
ifg and was taken to Trenton. The 
Deputy Sheriff who took him into custor 
dy said that he was “‘wanted as an im- 
portant witness.”’ 

Pile, died suddenly,’soon after the ar- 
rest of hig son-in- law, ames Humphrey, 
who “wee accused of killing James 
Hatcher, also a farmer, Jan. 14. Hum- 
phrey and his wife had been divorced 
and a quarrel between him. and Pile 
had arisen. 

A short time before his death the 
Pile family noticed the peculiar taste of 
some milk which was served at their 
meal and they fed it to the hogs. Four 
of the animals died almost immediately, 
presumably of poison. Following this 
incident Pile made charges which were

The day before Pile’s death if “phyals 


clan came to his hom». and said that he 
had been sent there by the residentetof 
Galt, who knew that Pile was under the 
treatment of a local physician, who said 
he was suffering from catarrh. 

The visiting physician, Colien. it ‘s 
charged, remained at the house all 
night, administering medicine which it 
was stated brought great relief. The 
medicine was prepared by placing 4 
small quantity of Hquid from a bottle 
into a glass, then adding a tablet and a

. The next morning the physician ob- 
tained $85 from Pile ana said he war 
going -back to Galt. He left a quantity 
af the medicine with instructions thal 
only one dose of it was to be given in 
a day.

A messenger 
was sent after the physician, who was 
found in Trenton, and he was hurried 
back to the Pile home. Members of the 
family say that he gave Pile some med- 
icine which produced temporary relief 
and then departed after throwing away 
all of the drugs which he had left. 


Doctur Could Not Be Found, 
Pile sank rapidly and died a few hours 


later. Search was vegun at once for 
Cohen, but no trace of him coul bo 
found, either in Trenton or Galt. 

Cohen assertéd after’ he was arrested 
that he had been in> Adair County. for 
the last month and had made no effort 
to conceal his identity. He declined to 
make a statement concerning his. treat- 
ment of Pile or to admit that ne sie 
given medicine to him.

Did Not End Own Life. 


ROBBERY MOTIVE SEEN 


Victim’s Relatives Declare 
She Was Killed by Thieves 
in Secluded Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 
HANNIBAL, Mo., April 13—Wade 


Maxwell, treasurer of Marion County, 
today rejected the verdict of the cor- 
oner’s jury that his stepmother, Mrs. 
Gertrude: Maxwell killed herself by suf- 
focating in a trunk where: her body 
was found, and started an investigation 
of his own based on the theory that 
she was murdered for money hidden 


in the house and her body put into the 
trunk. She was 6 years old and was 
buried today. 

Mrs. Maxwell was worth between $30,- 
000 and $40,000 and lived alone in a se- 
cluded spot about a mile from Palmyra. 
If she Was slain by robbers they had 
plenty of time to cover up their tracks. 

Wade Maxwell, when he heard of the 
verdict, was Surprised that the Sheriff, 
the Coroner and the jury arrived at a 
verdict of suicide.in’such a short time, 
inasmuch as the circumstances of his 
stepmother’s death were so mysterious. 

All the authorities admit that they 
never before heard of anyone seeking 
self-destruction by slow suffocation in 
an unlocked trunk, but they say that 
Mrs. Maxwell had a peculiarly nervous 
temperament and had been known to 
hide when frightened in the cellar and 
in the garret. They also point. to the} 
fact that Mrs. Maxwell’s home -showed 
no signs of disturbance as a supporting 
fact against the theory of murder. 

Neighbor Reported Disappearance, 


In answer to these arguments, Wade} 
Maxwell and the woman’s relatives say | 
it would have been easy-for robbers to 
work leisurely and to rearrange any of: 


the fufniture they might have disturbed 
in their search for money. The fact 
that the body was not found for nearly 
a week is pointed to as evidence the 
thieves could work slowly. 

Even when Ezra Buckwiiter, Mrs. 
Maxwell's nearest neftghbor, went 
through the house looking for her, he 
left no traces of his visits. It was 
Buckwalter who reported the disap- 
pearance of Mrs. Maxwell., He notified 
the, Sheriff Monday, .and at.» . yes- 
terday the body ,was found. en the 
Coroner was called afd he swore in a 
jury that rendered the verdict of sul- 
cide. 

All this was done in a ‘few hours, the 
verdict being reached before 1 p. m. 
Of course the jurors were told by a 
physician that there were apparently no 
marks of violence and that two rags 
in the bottom of the trunk bore a 
slight odor, one of chloroform and the 
othér of carbolic acid: 

That ended the investigation so far 
as the authorities are concerned, but it 


Maxwells are not satisfied. They think 
that if Mrs. Maxwell was so timid 
that at times she hid herself in fear, 
she would not have lived alone, as she 
had ample means to hire help. They 
also believe that she would have com- 
plained to,her stepson. 

The first step in the investigation by 
the family, it was said today, would be 
to leagn if Mrs. Maxwell kept money in 
the house. They also want to know her 
demeanor when she was last seen alive 
by Buckwalter on Wednesday of last 
week.

Halley’s comet, now visible to St. 
Louis at telescope range, is not such 4 
loafer as one might suppose from the 
pleasantries about its being a “‘hobo of 
the heavens.”” It has its regular route, 
and it travels that route as unvary- 
ingly ae the ‘most methodical of milk- 
men or bill collectors. 

The sun, Or & point just a few million 
miles the other side of the sun, is one 
end of the route, The other end, three 
and a quarter billion miles from the 
sun, is known on sky maps as Aphelion. 
The route is an ellipse, resembling some 
of the South St. Louis street car lines 
which run north on one street and 
south on another, with a loop at each 
end of the line. The circuit of the el- 
lipse is*six and one-half billion miles. 

How Long Trip Is Made. 

Starting from Aphelion for 4 76-year 
absence, thé comet crosses the paths of 
‘Neptune, Uranus, Satufn, Jupiter and 
Mars before it gets down into the region 
of the sun and crosses the orbits of 
Mars, the Barth anu Venus. 

The nearer the comet gets to the sun, 
the faster it travels, and while it is 23 
years in covering the 500,000,000 miles 
that separate Aphelion trom. the orbit 
of Neptune, it later makes a longer 
jump, between the orbits or Uranus and 
Saturn, in five years. On the other 
side cf the eclipse, on its way back, ,it 
slows up in the same ratio. 

By the time it gets within view of the 
Barth, it is hittins such a clip that it 
goes on around the sun, comes back 
and passes out ox view Jupiter-ward, in , 
a few months. 

The plane of the comet's orbit being 
inclined 18 degrees to the general plane 
of the Earth and ot.1er pianets it is, 
when it crosses Neptune’s path, 760,000,- 
006 miles deep in space. But when it 
réaches the Barth's path it loops over 
and under it. Only Afercury’s path es- 
capes, being so near the sup that ‘it does 
not even show in the chart. 

Puff of Gas if It Hit Sun, 

Were the comet simply dropped from 
its most distant point it would fall 
straight into the bosom of the sun and 
go out in a puff of gas. But it yet re- 
taing a bit of that original momentum 
which was given it when the worlds 
were created. This, combined with the 
sun's attraction,. keeps it working the 
treadmill of its ellipse. 

If you could ride the heavens astride’ 
the comet, at its most distant point the 
sun's light would reach you in full five 
j hours, whereas it reaches the earth in 
eight and one-half minutes, and a rail- 
road train traveling @ miles an hour 
would arrive there 6000 years after you. 

It is well for us, scientists say, that 
the earth is so near the sun, because 
that brings the comets near ys which 
are drawn in by the sun. Close té us 
they appear at their largest. Close to 
the sun they get a tremendous waking 
up frofm that great powerhouse. 

The cold of early Wednesday morning 
kept most of the comet gazers in St. 
Louis abed, Astronomers were up and 
oh the lookout, but they did not get a 
satisfactory view.

Hay, editor of the Morehouse Hustler, 
who shot and killed Dr. L. W. Hart, 
Mayor of Morehouse, in the street at 
1 p. m. yesterday, is closely guarded 
in the New Madrid Jail.

RECEIVER WILL ASSIST 


Loophole Suggested forStan-, 


dard Oil if It Loses in 
. Dissolution Suit. 


H. Clay Pierce and Sam W. Fordyce 
Jr. have been in Texas several days 
organizing a new joint stock company 
to take over the former business of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., wuich was sold 
by the receiver after the Texas courts 
had ousted the company for violation of 
the anti-trust laws. 

Pierce and Fordyce propose to go back 
to the oldest form of joint stock organi- 
zation known to the legal profession to 
escape the strictures of the corporation 
laws of Texas. In the early days of 
this country the joint. stock company 
was widely known, but since the days 
of corporations it has practically dis- 
appeared.. ; 

The Waters-Pierce company had busi- 
ness in Texas worth millions. As re- 
ceiver, Fordyce kept the property intact 
and it is understood that it was bought 
by Pierce interests to be held until the 
joint stock company can be organized. 

The joint stock company will be lit- 
tle more than a co-partnership. It will 
not be incorporated, but the capital 
stock will be cut into shares and dis- 
tributed among the holders. It will not 
be subject to the corporation laws of 
Texas, and consequently cannot be pros- 
ecuted for violation of the anti-trust 
statutes. — . 

Lawyers who have looked into the 
conveniences of the old joint stock com- 
panies say that they will come general- 
ly into use again to escape the stringent 
anti-corporation laws of the different 
states. If the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey is ordered dissolved by the United 
States Supreme Court, in accordance 
with the decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, it may resort 
to the joint stock company as a means 
of holding its assets intact. 

Pierce started Monday for a three- 
weeks’ tour of Mexico and on his return 
to Dallas details of the new organiza- 
tion probably will be announced.

INSURGENTS AND DEMOCRATS

NEW YORK, April 13.—Two hundred 


and thirty-six lots of the Yerkes art 
collection were sold yesterday afternoon 
for $118,139, and in the evening 238 lots 
were sold for $5119, making the grand 
total thus far $2,187,439. .

NEW YORK, April 13.—Two hundred 


and thirty-six lots of the Yerkes art 
coliection were sold yesterday afternoon 
for $118,139, and in the evening 238 lots 
were sold for $5119, making the grand 
total thus far $2,187,439. 

The top.price was brought by Hou- 
don’s life-size bronze figure of “Diana,” 
which was knocked down for $651,000. 
‘‘Bacchante,” a bronze statue by Frede- 
rick MacMonhies, brought the second 
highest figure, $8000. The two groups 
in Carrara marble, “Cupid and Psyche,” 
pnd “Orpheus and Eurydice,” by Au- 
guste Rodin, were purchased for $1800 
and $2000 respectively by Thomas F. 
.Ryan, who will give them to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 

A white marble statue of “Bacchante” 
by Falconet, which is said to have cost 
Mr. Yerkes $382,500, was bought by Sam- 
uel Untermyer for $2000. William R. 
Hearst bought Gerome’s “Pygmalion and 
Galatea” for $725; a Romanesque col- 
umn shaft for $4750, an antique Greek 
marble shaft for $1175, and Depinay’s 
“Preparing for the Bath’’ for $560. 

One of the surprises of the day was 
the sale for $200 of the celebrated Sapan- 
ese room, which is said to have cost 
Mr. Yerkes $10,.v. W. B. Can Ingen, 
an American artist, who was commis- 
sioned by Mr. Yerkes to decorate this 
room, went to Tokio in 1895 for this 
purpose. 

Another bargain was the purchase bv 
Capt. De la Mar for $1400 of the “famous 
Louis XV bedstead made by Zwifer, in 
Paris, with ormolu bronze mountings, 
said to have cost. Mr. Yerkes more than 
$10,000. The ceiling in the music room, 
which was painted by Chartran, the 
French artist, at a cost of $3000, was 
bid in by Capt. De la Mar for $72. 

Three smal pictures which brought 
$317,000 at auction,. were purchased by 
the collector for $47,000. The Franz 
Hals “Portrait of a Woman,” which 
brought $137,000 at auction, is declared 
to have cost Mr. Yerkes $12,000; the 
Rembrandt ‘‘Portrait of a Rabbi,”” was 
bought for $10,000 and sold for $651,400, 
while Turner’s “Rockets and Blue 
Lights,’”’ which fetched $129,000 at the 
present sale, was bought in 1896 for 
slightly less than $25,000.

Sunday. her best 
day, is taken from her. Their horses gone, six chil- 
dren to feed and clothe, license to pay and the thou- 
sand and one other things it takes. The injustice 
done the one family is’more than the good it could 
possibly do anyone. 

There are times when one gets company unexpect- 
edly, on Sunday in particular: If we should be short 
on bread, or any other article of food, we'd just have 
to do without—injustice to the public. If the big gro- 
cer thinks he will make anything by shutting up the 
small ones, I think he'll get fooled.

IRS. MAYBRICK'S. 
MOTHER LIVED IN 
CAIRO YEARS AGO 


Baroness von Roque Was 
Daughter of One of Illi- | 
nois Central Founders. 


HAD THREE HUSBANDS 


She Married Confederate Of- 
ficer and Member of the 
German Army. 


The Baroness von Roque, who died 
Tuesday at her home in Avenue des 
Tédnes, in Paris,; where she had lived 
for many years, was distinguished in 
three ways. 

1.’ As the daughter of Darius Hol- 
brook, who was largely responsible for 
the early growth of Cairo, Ill., and who 
was one of the founders of the Illi- 
nois Central Rallroad. ‘ 

2% <As the wife of Capt. du Bar- 
ry, her second husband, who was promi- 
nent in the affairs of the Confederate 
Government, and as the wife of Baron 
von Roque, an officer in the German’ 
Army. 

8. As the mother of Mrs. Florence 
E. Maybrick, daughter of William &, 
Chandler, her first husband, who died 
during the Civil War. In 1889, Mrs. 
Maybrick was convicted in Liverpool, 
England, of poisoning her husband, and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
After 15 years of fighting and pleading 
on the- part of her friends and after in- 
tercession by such men as James G. 
wiaine, Mrs. Maybrick was released 
from prison in 1904 and now resides at 
Highland Park, a suburb of Chicago. 

Helped Open IUinois Central. 

Darius Holbrook was a Yankee. .In 
spite of the ridicule which Charles Dick- 
ens cast upon the town of Cairo in his 
“American Notes,” following his visit 
to the United States in 1842, Holbrook 
saw great possibilities in Southern IIli- 
nois, which, -in 1850, when he first went 
there, was almost wholly unde¥eloped. 


"\ Chicago was then becoming a great 


city, and Holbrook saw visions of 
wealth in a railroad connecting the 
Ohio River with the Great Lakes. He 
invested heavily in real estate at Cairo, 
and in 1854, with three or four other 
men, he obtained from the State of 
Illinois a charter for the Illinois Cen- 
ttal: . Holbrook became very wealthy 
and later returned to the East. 


Owned Property in. Cairo. 

Holbrook avenue in Cajro was named 
for him. He took his family ,to the 
town where his fortune was being made, 
The Baroness von Roque, then Miss 
Ca. line Holbrook, lived there for sev- 
eral years, and Mrs. Maybrick, then 
Florence Chandler, spent a part of her 
girlhood in Cairo. She owned consid- 
erable property there, left by her 
grandfather: Part of it was sold by 
her attorneys while she was in prison, 
but :until a few years ago, at least, 
Mrs. Maybrick still owned several lots 
at Bleventh and Poplar streets in Cairo. 

In 1897 the/Sunday Post-Dispatch 
published an Illustrated story cofi- 
cerning Mrs. Maybrick and the Bar- 
oness von Roque, then in Paris, wrote 
a@ letter to the editor commenting up- 
on it. 

The first husband of the Baroness, 
William 8. Chandler, was a lawyer of 
Mobile, Ala. Soon after his death she 
married Capt. du Barry. He was or- 
dered to Hurope as an agent for the 
Confederacy, but died at sea while 
his wife was with him. The Baron- 
ess separated from her third husband 
many years ago. 

For some time she had been with 
her daughter at Highland Park, but 
recently returned to France for a vis- 
it with old friends in her old age.

NEWS OF HER MOTHER'S DEATH 


Baroness de Roques Was With 
Friends in Paris and Was 


Not in Want. 


CHICAGO,, April 13.—Mrs. Florence EK. 
Maybrick did not learn of the death of 
her mother, Baroness de Roques th 
Paris until last night. 

For several months, the Baroness, who 
had been living with Mrs. Maybrick tn 
Highland Park, @ suburb of Chicago, 
desired to return to her old home in 
France, but Mrs. Maybrick deterred her 
for a time with the promise of going 
to Paris with her in May.
